Special Deputies on Strike 

Duty Acted on 



.STEEL CO. MAY SHARE EXPENSE 



Tbe board of Superiors of Lake 
county began their December meeting 
Tuesday morning. The largest item 
thus far brought before them is the 
'bill of $10,000 for the services of spec- 
ial deputies during the steel strike. 

The bill was referred to the finance 
committee for in vea ligation and it was 
■uggestetLby Supervisor Kirschner 
that inasmuch as the steel corporation 
at Elgin had paid n part of the expense 
for "deputy hire in that county, that 
the committee investigate with a view 
to getting the American Steel & Wire 
company to share the expense with 
this county. 

Tho special deputies were paid two 
. 'dollars per day while the regular depu- 
ties who served all day, were allowed 
•four dollars. The special deputies 
^worked morning and evening, each 
(putting in about four hours. 

The bill also includes the wages of 
the special officers who guarded homes 
and property of steel workers, against 
whom threats hud been made or to 
those to whom damage had already 
■been done. 

Sherriff Green stated that he had 
*cted nnde'r Governor Lowden's orders 
•and those of Adjutant General Frank 
.5. Dickson, in the entire matter and 
that the County would have been re- 
sponsible for any damage done to 
either the property of the steel mill or 
to the workers. 

A carefully Itemized bill has been 
fprepared by the sheriff and was placed 
before, the board.- The special deputies 
were called together in the court house 
recently and at that time they turned 
over their clubs and stars to the sheriff 
and were relieved from duty. 

The. individual checks for these depu- 
ties will range anywhere from six to 
fifty-Bix dollars apiece. 

The Suoervisors were also notified 
that hereafter the state highway com- 
mission will hold examinations for coun- 
ty superintendent of highways in all 
counties of the state. It was explained 
that five names are to be submitted to 
the state board for examination. This 
includes the present highway, superin- 
tendent in Lake county who is thus re- 
quired to take the examination before 
he can be re-hired for tne position. 

Mr. Russell was hired by the board 
before the state law requirement be- 
came effective. Hj* six year term ends 
this year. 

. Tho board was unanimous in the be- 
lief that a man filling the job should 
•give all his time, at least 8 hours a 
day to the highway work.

Pacini claims that he sustained heavy 
damages as a result of the replevin of 
the fixtures and it is said that he plans 
to start suit for $5,000 damages ageinat 
Jaender & Co. t .

nnd consent of Venustlano Car- 

runza." 

Explaining his resolution. Senator 
Fall dcclured It was based on evidence 
which would "astound the world" 
when produced. 
Senutor Fall's resolution follows: 
"Resolved by the somite, the house 
of representatives concurring: That 
the action taken by the department of 
state In reference to the pending con- 
troversy between this government und 
the goverament of Mexico should be 
approved ; and further, thut the presi- 
dent of the United Stutes \ be, and he 
is hereby requested to withdraw from 
Venustlano Carrnnza the recognition 
heretofore uccorded him by tile. Unit- 
ed States as president of the republic 
of Mexico, and to sever all diplomat- 
ic relations now existing between tills 
government and the pretended govern- 
ment of Carranza." 

Mexico City. Dec. 5.— The solution 
of •difficulties arising out of Interna- 
tional affairs with the United States 
were Intrusted- to President Carranza 
without legislative .Intrusion by the 
senate at a secret session here. Re- 
lations with the United States were 
declared durlug the session as being 
"very delicate."

' Washington, Dec. 8.— President Wil- 
son reserved Judgment on the Mexican 
situation until he could examine evi- 
dence submitted by Senator Fall of 
New Mexico, on which the senator 
bnsed his charge that the Mexican am- 
bassador and consuls In the United 
States had distributed "red" propa- 
ganda In the United States. 

Senator Hitchcock said that while 
the president did not express himself 
as regnrdlng the Mexicnn situation as 
extremely grave, he declared It In- 
volved possibilities which made It too 
serious to deal with In any hasty fash- 
ion. 

On his return to the capltol, Sena- 
tor Full conferred with many ltepub- 
llcnn senators, telling them that men- 
tally President Wilson was capable of 
handling any question coming before 
him, and that physically, he wns In 
better condition than the senator had 
expected to find him. 

Senator Fall suld that he did not ask' 
the president his views ns to whether 
or not there should he Intervention In 
Mexico, nor did he ask If the president 
favored the Fall resolution, nnd the 
president did not volunteer any Infor- 
mation. 

When nsked If he wns satisfied with 
the president's condition nnd ability 
to hnndle the Mexican sltuutlon, Sena- 
tor Fall said: 
"You mean his mental condition?" 
"Yes." 

"Yes, sir — entirely," the senntor re- 
plied. 

Senntor Hitchcock said the presi- 
dent wns in rnre good humor and told 
some Jokes, one of which pnrticulnrly 
concerned Intervention In Mexico. 

Senator Fall said the president told 
him he did not know the details of the 
Mexican situation, but had a .general 
knowledge on the subject. 
/ While tlie president did not* say" di- 
rectly that he would comnfiirilcnte with 
congress on the Mt-xlcnn situation, the 
senators gained the Impression that he 
would hove some ndvlce to give before 
the senate foreign « relations commit- 
tee meets Monday. 

Mrs. Wilson was present nt the con- 
ference, which whs held In the presi- 
dent's sick room, Mr. Wilson belnjj 
propped up In bed. Senntor Hitchcock 
snld the president seemed In better 
health than when ho lost sow him, 
more thnn two weeks ngo. His face 
was fuller, the senator snld, nnd his 
genernl condition seemed much Im- 
proved. 

The president asked Senntor Fall 
to prepare for him a memorandum cov- 
ering some of the disclosures before 
the senate committee Investigating 
Mexico, of which Mr. Fall Is chairman. 
The conference had been In progress 
only a few minutes when Secretary 
Lansing sent for Doctor Grayson to 
Inform him that Consular Agent .Tonk- 
in:- had been released from the Pucbln 
penitentiary. 

"This nearly broke up the confer- 
ence," one of those present Jokingly 
remarked In relating the incident. 

The American embassy at Mexico 
City notified the state department 
that Amerlcnn Consular Agent Wll- 
llrfm O. Jenkins, nt Pueblo, Mexico, 
had been released from custody. :

When circumstances, are favorable, 
as in the case of farmers who build 
up their herds by raising the progeny, 
the horns may bo prevented from j 
growing .by a- simple and practically 
painless method, and the custom of 
preventing the growth of the horns Is 
becoming more popular and more gen- 
erally practiced under all conditions 
except in the cane of calves dropped 
on the open range. The calf should 
be treated not Inter than one week af- 
ter its birth, preferably when it is 
from three to Ave days old. The agent 
to be used may be either caustic soda 
or caustic potash; both of which may 
be procured in the drug stores in the 
form of sticks about the thickness of 
an ordinary lead pencil and 5 Inches 
long. These caustics must be handled 
•with enre, as they dissolve the cuticle 
and may make the hands or fingers, 
sorb. The prepnratlon of the calf con- 
sists in first clipping the hair from the 
ports, washing clean with soap and 
warm water, and thoroughly drying 
with a cloth or towel. The stick of 
caustic should be wrapped In a piece 
of paper to protect the hands and An- 
gers, leaving one end of the stick un- 
covered. 

Moisten the uncovered end slightly 
and rub it on the horn buttons or little 
points which may bo felt on the calf s 
bend, first on ono arid then tho other, 
alternately, two or three times on 
each, allowing the caustic to dry of ter 
each application. Be very careful to 
apply the caustic to the horn button 
only. If It is brought in contact with 
the surrounding skin It wilt cause pain. 
Be very careful also not to have too 
~" . much moisture on the stick of caustic, 
as It will remove the skin If allowed 
to run down over the face. After treat- 
ment, keep the cnlf protected from 
rain, as water on the head after the 
• implication of caustic will cause.lt to 
run down over the face. Th|s must 
be carefully avoided.
